CHRISTIAN SOCIAL IDEALS 


SUBJECT OF PAPER BY 


REY. CHAS. H. SECCOIE 


The following p ap er on “Christian 
Social Ideals” was read by Rev. Chas. 
H. Seccomb^ before the Monday Club 
on Monday evening and 
before 
the 
Talk -It-Over club 011 Wednesday eve­ 
ning: 


Two current objections to this sub­ 
ject demand our first attention. 
One 
is to the word, “ideal.” 
Ideals are 
supposed by many to be day dreams, 
visions, impractical 
theories, or at 
best, mere sentiment. The more beau­ 
tiful and inspiring the ideal, the less 
hope of attaining it. 
The practical is 
all powerful. 
W hat place is there in 
politics, business, industrial relations 
for ideals other than such lessons as 
have been learned 
from 
the stern 
teacher experience ? The objection is 
superficial. 
The ideal and the p racti­ 
cal are comp lementary rather than an­ 
tagonistic. 
The p rogram of social or 
industrial reform tha t is not based up­ 
on well established facts of human 
experience is rightly 
discredited as 
Utopian. 
It is neither practical nor is 
it truly ideal. 
It is a delusion. 
The 
true ideal, however, is not impractical. 
It is the great essential without which 
human progress is impossible. 
Politi­ 
cal and religious liberty, representative 
government, orderly and peaceful soc­ 
ial relations are the embodiment of 
noble ideals. 
Activity that is not in 
pursuance of such 
ideals 
is 
either 
profitless or demoralizing. 
The other objection is to the associ­ 
ation of the words “Christian” and 
“social.” 
Some seem to regard Christ­ 
ianity as identified^ with the p resent 
social order including its abuses and 
as opposed to social reform. 
Others 
conceive of Christianity as concerned 
solely with the salvation of the indi- 
vdual and his p rep aration for another 
world. 
The Gospel to them tak es no 
cognisance of society but addresses 
its message to man as an isolated un­ 
it. 
Both of these classes of think ers 
though widely sep arated in other re­ 
gards, unite in 
denying 
that the 
Church has any m essage to deliver on 
social questions and both by so doing 
show their ignorance of the genius of 
Christianity. 
The Christian religion 
on the one hand is no more resp onsi­ 


ble for the social wrongs that p ersist 
today than it was for tne farming of 
taxes under the Roman government in 
the days of its Founder 
or for the 
practice 
of 
polygamy 
and 
slavery 
against which its 
chief 
Apostle in­ 
veighed. 
It is not a social or political 
p rogram but a Divine power mightily 
for the suppression of human wrong 
and the advancement of human weal. 
Yet Christianity, on the other hand, 
both recognizes society and can only 
be 
understood 
and 
manifested 
in 
terms of human 
relationship. 
The 
Decalogue is a code of laws to govern 
man as a social being; the Sermon 
011 
the Mount exhibits the law of love as 
the basic principle of right individual 
character not only but of normal and 
enduring society. 
The Church is a 
social organization and one of its chief 
sacram ents is the’service of Commun­ 
ion. 
The Kingdom of God, prophesied 
in the Old Testam ent of the Bible and 
heralded in the New, is a social ideal. 
Heaven, the goal of all human endeav­ 
or, is described by the most daring 
Biblical writer as a City. 
Sociology, which has been defined 
as “the philosophy of human w'elfare,” 
is one of the youngest of modern sci­ 
ences. 
The birth of the social con­ 
sciousness, the recognition of the sol­ 
idarity of the race, the brotherhood of 
man, is one of the greatest strides for­ 
ward in the annals of human progress 
since the emancipation of the individ­ 
ual conscience by Martin Luther. The 
Reformation, which 
established the 
right of the individual to be free, to 
think for himself, to follow the truth 
whithersoever it might lead, thrilled 
the world. 
Science flourished; Purit­ 
anism .became a power and a blessing; 
republics were born. 


But individualism alone is not the 
sum total of human welfare. Great as 
a truth and mighty, it is but half the 
truth. 
The interests of the individual 
are link ed with those of his fellows. 
Man is not isolated, he is related. 
Extrem e individualism 
places the 
inclination of the individual above all 
other considerations, and recognizes 
no higher claim. 
It finds expression 
;in the modern proverb: “Every man 
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Ste e l a nd ma lle a ble iron. 
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“ Greatest Electric Railway Sy stem In the Wo rld.” 
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j for himself.” 
In politics it leads to 
j anarchism; and anarchism as a phil- 
’osophy is as unsound as anarchy is 
dangerous. 
In business it leads 
to 
destructive competition and 
to 
in­ 
dustrial warfare. 
Seek ing only the 
cheapest mark et, is ask s, “What con­ 
cern is it of mine that the gown which 
I buy for my wife for so little money 
I was made in a sweat shop by a female 
¡industrial slave? 
She is no relative 
of mine.” 
But the wife, contracting 
tuberculosis or some 
other 
dread 
disease, the germs of which were con­ 
veyed in that cheap garm ent from the 
sweat shop toiler, forces selfishness 
to reconsider its heartless question: 
“Am I my brother’s k eep er?” 
Men 
have begun to give attention to the 
truth enunciated by Paul: “No man 
liveth unto himself.” 
The welfare of 


the individual is vitally link ed with 
the welfare of those about him. 
The 
circle of those whose lives touch is a 
large one. 
Thus gradually has dawn­ 
ed the consciousness of society, the 
relation of the individual to his fam­ 
ily, to his neighbors, to his commun­ 
ity, to the members of his trade or 
profession, to varied business inter­ 
ests upon which depends his success, 
to the state, and to humanity. 
The 
common good calls for the surrender 
of some personal rights. 
How many 


shall be surrendered? 
W hat is the 
common good that can infringe upon 
individual liberty? 
As individualism, 
the great achievement of the Reforma­ 
tion, can be pushed to such extremes 
as the nineteenth century has wit­ 
nessed, it is not surp rising that the 
social consciousness is in danger of 
being pushed to the other extreme of 
losing sight of the individual right of 
initiative and possession. 


Chief among social 
questions 
is 
that which deals with the distribution 
of the fruits of production, or the in­ 
dustrial question. Numerous attem p ts 
have been made to settle it in the in­ 
terests of certain groups of individ­ 
uals whose progress it was supposed 
could be advanced only at 
the 
ex­ 
pense of other groups. 
Industrial war­ 
fare has been resorted to with all the 
ensuing loss and suffering to both 
p arties in the controversy and to a 
third party as well, the innocent pub­ 
lic. 
Great combinations of capital and 
labor and complications arising out 
of rapidly changing industrial condi­ 
tions show the question to be a diffi­ 
cult one. 
Certain gross evils such as 
poverty 
and 
.pauperism, 
bank rup t 
households and 
neglected 
children, 
want and suffering in a land of plenty, 
raise the question as to how far so­ 
ciety may be to blame for individual 
misfortune and what social reforms 
are necessary. 
“The social question 
of the p resent age,” says Professor 
Peabody, “is not a question of mitigat­ 
ing the evils of the existing 
order, 
but a question whether the exicting 
order shall last.” 
This may seem to 
be an extreme statem ent of the case, 
but we are well aware that 
it 
ex­ 
presses the conviction of 
a 
large 
group of people who seek to rid soc­ 
iety of its evils by substituting a new 
and untried order. 
T hese and other 
social questions demand and are re­ 
ceiving the most earnest thought of 
students and scientific p hilanthrop ists 
and to the results of their labors must 
we look for wise guidance in the ap ­ 
plication of right principles to 
the 
complicated relations of modern life. 
We must recognize, too, 
that 
the 
demagogue and enthusiast is active 
with his reform program 
wrhich 
he 
confidently offers as a p anacea for all 
social ills. 
In the last analysis, how­ 
ever, the solution of these questions 
rests not with the demagogue or al­ 
together with the exp ert sociologist 
and political economist, but with the 
people 
themselves. 
F or 
all 
social 
questions reduced to their 
simplest 
term s are m atters of conduct, unself­ 
ish, sane, Christian conduct of the in­ 


dividual in all his relations with his 
fellows. 
In the realm of 
conduct, 
both as an ideal and as a motive pow- 
er, Christianity reigns supreme. 
To 
secure this conduct, therefore, noth­ 
in 
but 
the 
clear 
understanding 
of certain great Christian ideals and 
hearty devotion to such 
ideals 
will 
avail. 
Questions of legislation and of 
social reconstruction, important though 
they are, are secondary to a 
public 
will on social righteousness. 
What, then, are some of these so­ 
cial ideals that are 
Christian 
and 
which have the divine power of trans­ 
forming human think ing 
and human 
conduct? 


Fundamental to social progress is 
the Christian ideal or conception of 
the individual. 
W hat is the true no­ 
tion regarding m an? 
What 
is 
his 
worth and his destiny? Are his rights 
and wrelfare m atters determined 
by 
his circumstances, his birth, his race, 
or his industrial position? 
Without 
entering at length into a most inter­ 
esting subject, it is enough to sum­ 
marize that the 
Christian 
teaching 
tak es no cognizance of the race of a 
man or the accidents of his environ­ 
ment at birth or industrial standing or 
of the sex of the individual, but stands 
for the worth of the 
human 
soul. 
Made in the image of God, under ob­ 
ligations to the laws of God which are 
written upon his heart as w’ell as re­ 
vealed in scripture, the 
object 
of 
God’s mercy and saving pow’er, calla­ 
ble by wilful disobedience of sink ing 
to levels lower than the 
brute, but 
also capable by the grace of God of 
attaining unto 
dignified, 
self 
con­ 
trolled manhood worthy of the com­ 
panionship of God and intelligently 
co-operating with Him in manifesting 
His k ingdom upon earth and of shar­ 
ing His eternal 
glory,—this 
noble 
emancip ation of man, woman, and of 
child, and for the establishment oi 
true social relations. 
Before this ideal 
op erative in the hearts of men, female 
degradation and human slavery give 
way; this 
ideal 
throw's 
protecting 
arms around childhood and the un­ 
born babe; establishes hospitals for 
the sick , homes for the aged and in­ 
firm, stimulates the study of medicine 
for the alleviation of human suffering, 
establishes democracies 
and 
repre­ 
sentative governments, opposes 
war, 
and is the great motive creating the 
demand for social betterm ent today. 
This ideal it is which successfully op­ 
poses the sw'eat shop and child labor, 
which differentiates the man 
from 
the machine which he operates, and 
which must be recognized in every ef­ 
fort look ing toward better social con­ 
ditions; aye and must be 
reck oned 
with by every institution and custom 
how'ever long established. 
The voice 
that says, “Let my people go” is the 
voice of authority, and 
it 
will 
be 
obeyed. 
It is easy for us to see that certain 
industrial and racial evils which men­ 
ace our social structure do violence to 
this ideal and also that certain revo­ 
lutionary programs of reform ignor­ 
ing human selfishness on the one hand 
and exalting the social order at the 
expense of the individual on the oth­ 
er, and also do violence to this ideal. 
Thus social progress will be found to 
lie in the path of loyal obedience to 
the Christian conception of man. 
The Christian ideal of the family, 
as a divine institution resting upon 
the foundation of the union in rever­ 
ence of one man and one 
woman, 
bound together by love and loyal to 
each other until death, forming a so­ 
ciety in which children may receive 
their true care and nurture, is a civil­ 
izing agency which alone can success­ 
fully resist the power of passion and 
the ensuing moral and social decay. 


The Christian ideal of the 
church as 
a brotherhood of Christians 
co v enat- 
ing together for the 
co m munio n of 
worship and the highest welfare of 


each m em ber and the elevation of 
hu ­ 
manity 
everywhere; 
the 
C hr i s t i a n 
ideal of the state, as existing for the 
projection of the people and p rom o­ 
tion of the greatest good to the great­ 
est number, deriving its authority to 
govern not only from the consent of 
the governed but from God, 
whose 
public officers are servants of the peo­ 
ple; the Christian ideal of the K ing­ 
dom of God, that state of society in 
which all the varied human activities 
most truly express manhood and thus 
realize the wrill of God,—these ideals 
held before men and 
embraced 
by 
them are work ing mightily for social 
progress. 
Nor can any order of so­ 
ciety prove beneficial or long endure 
which does violence to any of these 
ideals. 


Contenting ourselves with this brief 
mention of these vital subjects, let us 
devote the rem ainder of our tim e to 
the considera on of 
the 
Christian 
Ideal of Industrial Relations. 
H ere 
we 
seem 
to 
approach 
debatable 
ground. 
Now we hear the noise of 
strife and warfare as seemingly 
di­ 
verse interests do battle for mastery. 
Here too is it most difficult for men to 
“reason together.” 
What has C hrist­ 
ianity to offer either as champion of 
the oppressed or as 
peace 
m ak er? 
Let us think soberly. Christianity does 
not come with an industrial p rogram. 
The Bible is not a text book on poli­ 
tical Economy or Sociology any more 
than it is a text book on Geology. 
It 
is a text book of life. 
It has a m es­ 
sage for industrial questions and it is 
a message of ideals which whenever 
¡they shall be clearly apprehended and 
I loyally obeyed will bring peace w here 
I now there is warfare and human weal 
! where now there are oppression and 
| suffering. 
These ideals are 
H um an 
! Brotherhood, Honesty, 
Loving 
Ser- 
| vice. 
These three are one. 
Popular- 
| ly stated they are the spirit of the 
j Golden Rule and the Sermon on the 
i Mount applied to the every day af­ 
fairs of man. 
They are the square 
; deal in business rather than the tac­ 
tics of the trick ster or the highway­ 
man. 
That these ideals if op erative 
would be a beautiful thing, no man 
will 
deny. 
That 
there 
shall 
be 
brotherhood, 
even 
if 
it 
is 
an 
enforced 
and 
unwilling 
brother­ 
hood, many demand. 
But that these 
ideals have any p ractical 
value 
as 
business is organized today, is p roba­ 
bly the doubt entertained by the ma­ 
jority. 
If the latter opinion is the cor- 
; rect one and it be true that the pres- 
jent industrial order 
is 
thoroughly 
1 pagan and does not admit of the em- 
I ployment of the sp irit of 
Christian 
' brotherliness, so much the worse for 
1 the system. 
It is no more possible to 
! build a social structure in defiance of 
! the right of men and the laws of God 
| that shall endure than it is to erect a 
building that shall stand in defiance of 
the law of gravitation. 
This dismal 
: opinion, however, is gratuituous and 
unproved. 
The argum ent that the de­ 
s i r e for gain, the recognized motive of 
: the p resent system, and the philan- 
i thropic motive have nothing in com­ 
mon in business, is unsound. 
Both 
are necessary to financial 
p rogress 
and to stable society. 
Individual in­ 
itiative and desire for gain are the 
centrifugal force; a due regard for the 
welfare of others and the desire to 
serve the centrip etal; order and p ro­ 
gress are the resultant of the 
two 
forces. 
Indeed these two 
p rinciples 
already are gaining recognition as op­ 
erative in the industrial world. 
The 
liquor traffic is the most strik ing ex­ 
ample of selfish commercialism. From
